REMARKS: 

A few constructive editorial changes have been made in the claims to bring them 
somewhat more into line with U.S. practice and requirements. 

New claims 29-42 
have been added to better encompass the full scope and breadth of the invention, 
notwithstanding Applicants 1 belief that the claims would have been allowable as 
originally filed.

42. (new) A method for treating a living animal body, including a human, afflicted with 
arterial hypertension, comprising the step of administering to the living animal body, 
including a human, an amount of a compound of Claim 29 which is effective for 
alleviation of arterial hypertension. 
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
